Duchess Olga Nicolaievana, accom- 
panied by a numerous suite, and by the 
whole imperial household, took their 
departure this evening for Moscow. 
The august.ceremony of the coronation 
of the Czar and Czarina and the fetes, 
which precede and follow that event, 
will fill up the time constantly from now 
until June 7, which is the date fixed 
upon for the return of the imperial 
party to St. Petersburg. The train 
which carried the imperial party to the 


~ ancient capital of holy Russia was es- 


pecially built throughout ‘for this jour- 
ney, and is said to be the finest that 


ever rode on rails. 

The appointments and finishings of it 
are on a scale of magnificence in har- 
mony with everything else connected 
with the coronation, for which the most 
lavish expenditures have not been 
spared, even to the minutest details. 
No speed record is attempted with the 
imperial train, the safety and comfort 
of the august inmates being the sole 
consideration. All traffic ceased over 
the line before the departure of the 
train from here, and no wheels than 
those of this train will run at the same 
time on the tracks between here and 
Moscow. 

The line between St. Petersburg and 
Moscow runs almost in a straight line 
for the 400 miles. It is related that 
when the engineers designated to build 

_the line appealed to the Czar for his 
orders regarding the route, he placed a 
ruler upon the map and drew a straight 
line between the two cities, thus solv- 
ing the engineer difficulties with an 
autocratic hand. Today the 400 miles of 
the line are guarded by a double guard 
of soldiers. 

Every detail of the journey and of the 
ceremonies in Moscow have been ar- 

for months, an army official hav- 
ing been engaged upon the work in this 
city, amid much stir and excitement, 
and also intense anxiety. To facilitate 
their work wooden models were con- 
atructed of all the various bulldings at 
Moscow in which the more important 
ceremonies will be enacted, exact in 
every proportion and relation, so that 
the programme of the coronation has 
been precisely arranged and gone 
through with in miniature. 

The arrival of the Czar and Czarina 
at the Potrovsky palace outside Moscow 
is to be tomorrow, which is the anniver- 
sary of His Majesty’s birthday. This 
will be celebrated tomorrow at the Pe- 
trovsky mansion where their majesties 
will remain until Thursday, May 21, the 
date fixed for the triumphal entry of 
the Czar into Moscow, which is to be one 
of the most imposing spectacles in all 
the ceremonies attendant upon the ooro- 
nation.

COAL PRODUCTION. 


Increase of Over Nineteen Million 
Tons Last Year. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, «May 17.—E. W. 
Parker, statistician of the United 
States Geological Survey, has completed 
the compilation of the statistics of 
the coal production in the United 
States during the calendar year, 1895. 
The total output from all mines was 
171,804,742 long tons; 192,421,311 short 


tons, hav to value at the mines 
of 710.572, shows an merease 
over the production of 1894 of about 
19,250,000 long tons, or nearly 22,000,000 
Short tons, and an increase in value of 
about $11,500,000. The output of anthra- 
cite coal in Pennsylvania increased 
from 46,368,144 long tons in 1894 to 51. 
785,122 long tons in 1895, a gain of over 
54,000,000 long tons. The value increased 
only about $3,500,00 fuom $78,488,063, to- 
$82,019,272, showing that anthracite 
coal was cheaper in 1895 than in 1894. 

The product of bituminous coal in- 
creased from 118,820,405 short tons to 
2000 pounds, in 1894, to 164,421,974 short 
tons in 1895, a gain of over 15,000,000 
tons. The value increased about $38,- 
000,000. There was an increased pro- 
duction in all but five of the coal-pro- 
ducing States. Alabama and Pennsyl- 
vania showed phenomenal gains of 
more than 25 per cent., Alabama in- 
creased from 4,397,178 short tons in 1894 
to 5,769,755 tons in 1896, with a valua- 
tion of $5,348,795, and Pennsylvania 
from 39,912,883 short tons to 50,017,446 
short tons valued at $35,902,678. 

The States in which a decreased pro- 
duction was shown were Georgia, 
Kansas, North Dakota, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. The greatest loser was 
Kansas. The decreases in the other 
States were slight. The production 
among the other leading coal States 
was: Illinois, 17,735,864, value, $14,239,- 
157; Ohio, 13,376,137, value, $10,637,553, 
and West Virginia, 11,424,853, value, $7,- 


,120. 


ADULTERATED BUTTER. 
Foreign Products not Up to the 
Home Standard. 

(BY ASSOCIATED P WIRB.) 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—In a com- 
munication recently received from the 
British Board of Agriculture, by Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture Dabney, re- 
turn is made of samples of imported 
butter analyzed under the direction of 
the board from May, 1896, until Febru- 
ary, 1896, inclusive. The total number 
of samples so analyzed was 995, repre- 
senting the products of twelve different 
countries. The countries in whose prod- 
ucts adulterated specimens were found, 
were as follows: 

Belgium, five samples, one adulter- 
ated; Denmark, 182 samples, eight adul- 
terated; Germany, 154 samples, 43 adul- 
terated: Holland, 250 samples, 66 ul- 
terated; Norway and Sweden, 109 sam- 
ples,.two adulterated; Russia, 49 sam- 
ples, five adulterated. The countries 
contributing samples among which no 
adulterated specimens were found are: 
Argentine, four samples; Austria, 57; 
Canada, 39; France, 62; New Zealand, 
21; United States, 63 samples. | 

In regard to the adulterated products, 
the noteworthy points are the tremen- 
dous proportion of specimens, over 39 
per cent., from Germany; the large 
proportion, numbering over 26 per cent., 
contributed from Holland, and the fact 
that Denmark, by far the largest con- 
tributor of foreign -butter products to 
the butter market and hitherto enjoying 
a good reputation, should have contrib- 
uted on a total of 182 specimens, eight 
adulterated, or nearly 5 per cent. In 
regard to the other countries; the pres- 
erice of Argentina in the British butter 
market, even though no doubt to a very 
limited extent, is worthy of note.

The at- 
tack upon McKinley emanating from 
New York upon the question of money 
has aroused a great deal of very bit- 
ter feeling among the distinguished Re- 
publicans in the East, men who be- 
lieve that when the fight has been 
fairly made and triumphantly won by 
one Candidate, the friends of the other 
candidates should not join to weaken 
the victor before the people. But the 
friends of Gov. McKinley have no com- 
plaints to make from this point of 
view, for the reason that the assaults 
upon the Governor have had the ef- 
fect to rally to his support a strong 
column of valuable friends. 

“This ig the last bulletin of figures 
which I shall issue. I entered upon this 
method of communicating the situa- 
tion of the canvass from time to time 
conscious that I was violating a well- 
known and well-established rule of po- 
litical management, but I had faith 
to believe, and did believe at the very 
outset of the campaign, that the peo- 
ple of the untry in overwhelming 
majorities were for McKinley, and 
that it was safe to give out as near 
as possible the exact condition of the 
canvass so that the masses of Repub- 
lican voters might know where the 
contestants were, and stand ready to 
give their support as the same should 
be given, and in this I was not mis- 
taken. 

“The success of Maj. McKinley has 
been brought about by the unprece- 
dented devotion of the masses of the 
party. They look upon him as 
their representative and their 
friend, and the exponent of the prin- 
ciples which they advocate, and while 
this is true, the conservative business 
men of the country have confidence in 
Maj. McKinley also. 

One of. the.unwritten rules of polit- 
campaigns which has seldom been 
violated by any candidate for the Pres- 
Wency is that be shall not make the 
platform. The violation of this rule 


cost Henry Clay the Presidency. From 


that time to this no man has violated 
it with impunity. No man’s friends 
have a right to call on him to fore- 
shadow the party’s platform, much less 
would any candidate ever be permitted, 
under any circumstances whatever, to 
answer the interrogatories of a cabal 
of his enemies, a combination formed 
within his own party and outside of 
his own party—a conspiracy of bosses 
and Democrats—to force from him a 
declaraticn as to what the platform 
ought to be. A man who would fall 
into the manipulations of such.a con- 
spiracy would be totally unfit to be 
President of the United States. Maj. 
McKinley will respond to the plat- 
form, but will not dictate what the 
platform shall be.” 


GERMANY IS WORRIED. ~ 


She Thinks that McKinley and Pro- 
tection Will Win. 
BERLIN,’May 17.<(Specia! Dispatch.) 
The approaching Presidential campaign 
in the United States is exciting unusual 
interest throughout Germany, particu- 
larly in manufacturing centers in con- 
sequence of the prospect that McKinley 
will be successful in securing the nomi- 
nation in the Republican convention 
with more than even chances of his 
election. McKinley’s success in the 
election next fall is greatly dreaded 
here, as his election would be regarded 
as an inevitable return to extreme pro- 
tection in the United States.

MILE IN A MINUTE. 

During the last few days, there has 
been a very animated discussion among 
cycling authorities relative to the pros- 
ects of any bicycle rider going ‘‘a mile 
in a minute” on his wheel. Several 
riders think it can be done, and very 
many writers on bicycling, and thou- 
sands of people who neither write nor 
ride, think that it cannpt be accom- 
plished. In this argument time is all 
on the side of those who tae the affirm- 
ative, and the experiences of the past 
ought to shake the confidences of peo- 
ple who cling tenaciously to the No.“ 
But the question is one of the most 
interesting that can be discovered in 
relation to sporting matters, says 
Pringle in the Pittsburgh Dispatch. Of 
course, to very many people it would 
seem impossible for a bicycle rider to 
make a record of a mile per minute on 
an even track, but really improvements 
are E so extraordinary that 
one need not be surprised at anything. 
Not very long ago thousands of people 
werel certain the bicycle record for a 
mile would never get below two min- 
utes. and now we have it down to 
1:80 2-56. I remember very well when 
enthusiasts of the wheel used to be 
astounded when you talked about 
„twenty miles in an hour.” That has 
easily been accomplished also, It 
really is to the improvements in 
wheels that we must look for such a 
‘phenomenal record as referred to above. 

It has often occurred to me that the 
human skin and muscle of the old- 
timers, as we call them, were not in- 
ferior to the skill and muscle of the 
Present generation. If we lopk up va- 
rious branches of sport we can find 
many good reasons for this conclusion, 
Of course, there are exceptions, and 
we find one in boxing. A few years

‘Thornton Was Shot for Being in 
Bad Company. 

Thomas Thornton was shot and seri- 
ously, if not fatally, wounded by a 
colored man named Will Ellis, on 
Alameda street, early yesterday morn- 
ing, as related in brief in the Sunday 
Times. The shooting occurred while 
Thornton was attempting to enter El- 
lis’s room. 

Ellis lives at No. 108 Alameda street, 
and in the same house lives a Mexican 
woman known only as Frisco.“

evening with the woman Frisco“ in

pillow and got a revolver. Then he 


perhaps that he would miss him, he 
aimed lower and pulled the trigger. The 
shot struck the door stile and then 
lodged in the door jamb. Thornton 
dodged back of the door and Ellis fired 
again, point blank at the glass door, 
which was curtained heavily. The 
heavy bullet crashed through the glass, 
struck Thornton in the right shoulder 
and passing clear through his body im- 
bedded itself in the wall of the adjoin- 
ing building. Thornton ran into the 
street after he was hit. and Ellis re- 
mained in bed. 

The shots were heard by a tamale 
vender on First street, and he blew a 
police whistle. H. B. Lyman, a watch- 
man for the Insley Merchants’ Police, 
heard the whistle while on Vine street 
and immediately started toward the 
source of alarm. When about half a 
block from Alameda street he saw a 
man approaching him and stopped him. 
The fellow gave his name as Thomas 
Thornton of No. 944 Gilday street, and 
claimed to be a peddler. He said he 
was running to the tamale stand to get 
his satchel. which he had left there. 
Lyman did not nctice anything wrong 
with him and allowed him to go, as he 
told a very straightforward story. 

Officer Henderson was on the scene 
a few minutes after the police whistle 
was blown and started an investiga- 
tion. In the mean time Charles H. 
Daly of No. 523 Macy street reported to 
the police that he had been called into 
a house on Gilday street to see a man 
named Thornton who was lying in bed 
with a bullet wound. This was shortly 
after 3 o’clock and Sergeant Morton 
dispatched Officer Walker to the house 
to investigate the matter. Soon after 
Walker had left, Officer Henderson re- 
ported the shooting on Alegfieda street, 
and officers were sent out for Ellis 
and Thornton. Ellis was in bed and 
admitted doing the shooting and read- 
ily consented to go to police headquar- 
ters 


Thornton was in bed when the officers 
arrived and a doctor was sent for. He 
discovered that the bullet had passed 
about an inch below the right sub- 
clavian artery and come out under the 
right shoulder blade. Had the bullet 
struck an inch higher it would have 
caused a fatal wound. Thornton was 
dressed and conveyed to the Receiving 
Hospital and booked, as was Ellis, on 
a charge of suspicion. 

Thornton was arrested by officer 
Long about a month ago for following 
women and pecking in windows in 
| Griffith's lumber yard. Mrs. Thornton, 

the wife of the wounded man, is a 

rather prepossessing little woman. 
She came here with her husband and 
two babies some time ago and they are 
in destitute circumstances. Thornton 
was acanvasser for a magazine and 
peddled kitchen utensils also. 

Mrs. Thornton will be cared for by 
the Associated Charities today. 

Detectives were detailed on the case 
yesterday morning to make a thorough 
investigation. 

The woman “Frisco” was closely 
questioned concerning her knowledge 
of the affair by Detective Steele and 
Officer Phillips. She denied positively 
that Thornton was in her room at 10 
o'clock and said that the man who 
choked her and attempted to rob her 
had passed the house but a few minutes 
before the arrivel of the officers. She 
admitted that she had been drinking 
in the saloon early in the evening and 
might have drank with Thornton. 

Thornton was questioned at Police 
headquarters and admitted that he 
was at the house on Alameda street 
at the time of the shooting and gave 
as an excuse that he Was too drunk to 
know what he was doing.

NEW YORK, May 17. (Special Dis- 
patch.) That Capt.-Gen. Weyler had 
decided to make short work of the 
Competitor's crew, after the protest of 
Consul Williams had been filed, is 
shown by the Herald’s Havana corre- 
spondent. He says: 

“Although the fact was not generally 
known here until Tuesday, the death 
sentences.of all five prisoners were 
signed Friday afternoon, and prepara- 
tions were made to have the men shot 
at sunrise Saturday morning. Consul- 
General Williams laid the whole case 
before the State Department at Wash- 
ington by wire.early in the day, and re- 
ceived instructions as prompt as en- 
ergetic. When they arrived he went 
directly to the palace, where a stormy 
interview with Capt.-Gen. Weyler oc- 
curred. Weyler declared the men would 
certainly be shot the following morn- 
ing, despite any protest the United 
States might make. 

“Tf you shoot them,’ said Williams, 
‘my government instructs me to close 
its consulate here and demand my 
passports, as we shall certainly hold 
you and your government responsible 


should these persons be executed be- 


fore our protest be given due consider- 
ation.’ 

“When the Consul-General drove 
back to his office, the excitement that 
followed at the palace became almost 
indescribable. The President and judges 
of the Supreme Civil tribunal of the 
island, the chairman of the leading 
conservative parties and the managing 
director of the Spanish bank were 
called into consultation by Weyler and 
Admiral Navarro. The majority advised 
the authorities to suspend the execu- 
tion pending higher instructions from 
Madrid. eyler said no, if the men 
were not executed he would resign, and 
he so telegraphed the Spanish Ministry. 
In the meantime it appears the United 
States was, through Minister Taylor, 
bringing pressure to bear also at 
Madrid. Orders came from Spain to 
suspend all proceedings, and directing 
the Captain-General and Admiral to 
submit all documents in the case to 
Madrid for consideration. 

WILL APPEAL TO EUROPE. 

PARIS, May 17.—The . Gaulois says 
that Sefior Canovas del Castillo, the 
Spanish Premier, is about to ask the in- 
tervention of the European powers with 

to the interference of the United 
States in Cuban affairs. 
PROTESTS AGAINST MORGAN. 

MADRID, May... 18.—The Imparcial 
vigorously protests against the lan- 
guage used by Senator Morgan of Ala- 
bama in his speech in the Senate on 
Saturday, and against his charges of 
cruelty against the Queen Regent. It 
also says the Spanish government will 
make energetic representations against 
such calumnious assertions. 

HAVANA NOTES. 

HAVANA, May 17.—Today is the 
tenth anniversary of the birth of King 
in order to cele- 
brate that event, the fines which have 
been laid upon the Oren press have 
been remitted. 

Later details have ‘been received of 
the engagement near Liomar, in Matan- 
zas. The local forces of Limonar made 
a reconnoisance after the engagement 
and found nineteen more bodies of the 


‘insurgents besides the bodies of fifteen 


which were left on the field. Reliable in- 
formation has been received by the au- 
thorities that the insurgent loss is much 
greater than at first believed, and that 
their leader is seriously wounded, be- 
sides one insurgent captain being killed. 
The insurgent leader Gavilan is also 
wounded. 

Near Patta Orva, in Havana prov- 
ince, at the farm of Gardon, three 
squadrons of cavalry surprised a band 
of insurgents, who left three killed 
when they retired. It is believed the 


insurgent Delgado was killed or 
wounded. 
Capt. Rapadan met the insurgents 


under Sanguilly at Mount Castellanar 
Aguacato, in Havana province, and 
killed four insurgents. 

The column of Col. Alonzo, passing 
by Guines de Nieranda, in Santa 
Clara, pursued a band of insurgents 
and came up with them six separate 
times, inflicting upan them a loss of 
twenty-six killed. The column of 
troops had four wounded. 

Maj. Gandines has been operating 
about Verteinles and Jacobo and Boco 
de Jabusco, in the province of Santiago 
de Cuba. He met Delgado’s insurgent 
band, numbering 800, and after a fight 
put them to flight. They left twepty- 
eight killed. The Spanish column had 
one killed and eight wounded. Advices 
from Mantanzas say the insurgents 
have burned the Guantana farms of 
Cantel, Casualidad and Destens, which 
were va at millions of dollars. They 
have hahged Juan Delgado Gomez, the 
proprietor. 

After the engagement between Cols. 
Segura and Panquela with Gomez, 
Zayas, Albertos and other insurgent 
leaders, in which the insurgents sus- 
tained a great loss, it is learned the in 
surgents marched toward Vueltas iu 
Santa Clara, near a place called Gua- 
nama. The insurgents at yt 
number 15,000 cavalry and infantry. 1 
majority of them were very 1 
clothed. There were distributed t there 
500,000 cartridges which were brought 


by Carillo and half of which were in- 


tended for Maceo, also one rapld-flre 
cannon. 

Carillo will lead the vanguard of 
Gomez's forces and Zayas the rear- 
guard, and each will be six miles from 
Gomez’s main force. The flanks will 
be guarded by Castillo and Rodriguez. 
Gen. Obrieston, with a Spanish force, 

passed through. Guaracabulla in Santa 
5 and it is dbelleved will overtake 
Gomez. 

THE ELECTIONS UNVERIFIED. 

MADRID, May 17.—The committtee 
of the Chamber of Deputies appointed 
to verify the elections has withdrawn 
because the Liberals threatened to leave 
the Chamber if the elections in Cuba 
were declared illegal. 

SPAIN'S NEW FOE. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Coming im- 
mediately upon the severe drain of re-.

Dr. Robert Collyer’s Liberal Views.

(Chicago Post:) Dr. Phillips, ath- 
letic director of the T. M. C. A. in this 
city, has issued an edict to all clubs 
within the association against partici- 
pating in the union. run of the Asso- 
ciated Cycling Clubs, scheduled for 
Sunday, May 24. No club can be rep- 
resented by club colors or by a body of 
wheelmen, but individuals can join the 
parade, for that is all it will be, if they 
so desire. New Yorkers have had the 
question raised: Is bicycle riding on 
Sunday wicked? Of course, racing is 
not considered in any such query. The 
imprint of dissatisfaction is borne upon 
Sunday 3 even when the matter 
is. subjected to the criticism of non- 
church goers. Agnostics, infidels and 
religious people are united in their be- 
lief that Sunday racing is not in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the land, and no 
one can be found who will advocate that 
sort of sport in the face of much op- 
position. 

Rev. Robert Collyer, who used to 
preach in Unity Church, in Dearborn 
avenue, that thoroughfare of all Norih- 
side streets for cyclists—but which wes 
not so often used in those days by the 
wheel riders—has broad ideas upon 
Sunday riding.

“The scripture says: “The Lord re- 
gardeth not the legs of man.“ And we 
will go on improving ourselves with 
this new form of exercise until cvery 
man will stand on his own feet. We 
have been doing so much riding in car- 
riages and cars and the like! Now we 
will develop the other way. 

“Let them go into the vountry,” he 
continued. “The body is the anchor 
ground of the life, and a healthy body 
won't usually hold a shattered soul, So, 
we should welcome this means of 
grace. *

ALL KINDS OF FLATS. 


New York Can Furnish Apartments 
to Every Class of People. 


(New York Letter to Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch:) There are flats and flats in 
this town of tenements, But metro- 
politan builders and landlords are pro- 
gressive, and tenants are reaping the 
benefit of modern ideas in apartment- 
house construction, which all tend to- 
ward making housekeeping easier. 
For the benefit of those who may some 
day be compelled to abide in Flatland, 
{it can be stated on good authority that 
the man who hires a flat for $37 a 
month gets more, in proportion, for 
his money than the man who pays 
$83. Of course, the dweller in the $82 
flat has his letters sent up to him ona 
a has a hall-boy to attend him or 

guests to the elevator, and has an 
onyx-lined vestibule which he uses in 
common with his fellow-tenants. His 
apartments are as near fireproof as 
possible, and he has hot water all the 
however, his ad- 
vantages over his $37 neighbor stop. 
His private hall is but a shade wider, 
his rooms but a fraction bigger than 
his neighbor’s. Each have six rooms 
and bath, and the $37 flat has gas logs, 
A gas range and steam heat, just the 
same as its more pretentious rival. 

The dweller in the cheaper flat hears 
noises and movements, voices and 
music, other than those of his own 
household. The occupant of the more 
expensive flat hears almost the same, 
even if his walls and floors are dead- 
ened. The floors are different in these 
respective apartments, those in the 
other of hard wood, inlaid. The ele- 
vator, too, must be regarded as a boon, 
but then it is a far cry from $37 a 
month to $83, and when the $37 man 
reflects on this he cheerfully presses a 
buttofY to open his own door, willingly 
unlocks his own letter box when sum- 
moned by the postman’s ring, uncom- 
plainingly mounts the stairs and resign- 
edly receives the ministrations of a 
janitor who gets only $10 a month and 
his living rooms, instead of $50 a month 
and household quarters. It must be 
mentioned, too, that the $37 flat is 
scarcely a block away from the aristo- 
eratic rival, and enjoys the privileges 
of a very good location indeed.

Sixty delegates have been 
added during the week to the long list 
of those already elected, which stands 
now at 830. How overwhelm- 
ingly the tide of the week’s elections 
has run in Maj. McKinley’s fayor may 
be gathered from the single fact that 
of the sixty delegates chosen since May 
2, fifty-eight are pronounced supporters 
of his candidacy, and the other two go 
to St. Louis uninstructed and without 
Presidential preferences. The three 
States which hold conventions this 
week—California, Michigan and Indi- 
ana—indorsed Maj. McKinley's candi- 
dacy with marked unanimity and en- 
thusiasm, and pledged to him the sup- 
port of their solid delegations at St. 
Louis. No opposition of any sort came 
to the surface in California and Mich- 
igan, and in Indiana, where the anti- 
McKinley managers had foolishly hoped 
to attract ex-President Harrison to 
their aid in a forlorn hope struggle to 
prevent instructions for McKinley, the 
temper of the delegates was made 30 
manifest that the opposition campaign 
cllapsed at the door of the State conven- 
tion. 


Will Have All the Union.

* THOUSAND BARRELS. 


American Crade O11 Company not 
Related to the San Francisco 
Conucern—Oll in Storage—Market 
and Production—Drilling Notes. 

— 


The local oil market remains practi- 
cally unchanged since the advance to 
$1 per barrel by the Oil Exchange. Job 
lots offered at less prices are quickly 
purchased by knowing dealers. 

Leading officif#ls of the exchange 
now declare that the reported attempt 
of Doheney to bear the market was 
merely fiction. The whole agitatio 
arose over Doheney attempting to 
Tat hom Mayo’s “customers” for 
barrels at 83 sents, delivered in the 
tanks. 

A few days ago E. Strasburg pur- 
chased from Silent & Callender 1200 
barrels for $900, spot cash, delivered 
at the well tanks. Oil has materially 
advanced since this sale. 

The Oil Exchange will probably con- 
sider a proposition for the sale of 10,000 
barrels at $1 per barrel at the meeting 
of the Board of Directors today. A 
like sale was refused by a leading oll- 
producing company the latter part of 
the week, some of the stockholders de- 


claring that oil will be worth $1.25 per ; 


barrel within three months. 

It will be gratifying news to Los An- 
geles citizens to know that the local oil 
incorporation is in no manner con- 
nected with the Amertcan Oil Com- 
pany that filed a petition in insolvency 
in San Francisco Saturday. The Los 


Angeles company is even of a different 


name, being the American Crude Oil 
Company, and representing nearly $500,- 
000 among the five stockholders. Fol- 
lowing are the names of the members: 

L. Doran, president; F. E. Nelson 
of the Santa Fe Railway and formerly 
superintendent of the Midland division, 
vice-president; E. Strasburg, secretary 
and manager. The two remaining 
stockholders are Thomas Hughes, a 
local capitalist and owner of the Cen- 
tral-avenue Planing Mills; C. E. Payne, 
president of the California Ornamental 
Brick Company. At the time this com- 
pany was incorporated, application was 
made to the of State in 
the name of the American Oil Company, 
and word was returned that incorpora- 
tion could not be granted under that 
name, Owing to an existing company so 
denominated. The local concern then 
incorporated as the American Crude 
Oll Company. Its business is cenfined 
strictly to the crude oil industry. The 
San Francisco concern is said to have 
conducted a general oil and paint 
business, 

A late statistical report places the 
number of barrels of oil] now stored in 
the field at 35,000, or 5000 barrels less 
than on May 1. Other tank storage is 
estimated as follows: Williams & 
Doheney, 25.000 barrels; Union Oil 
Company, 25,000 barrels; Standard Oli 
Company, 16,000 barrels; Puente Oil 
Company, 10,000 barrels, making a 
total of 75,000 barrels held in tanks 
by those companies. When to the 
above quantity is added the field 
tankage, the total product above 
ground is found to be 110,000 barrels, 
approximating merely a safe reserve. 

he Oil Exchange has purchased a 
tank and pumping plant on Banning 
street. This investment enables the 
exchange to ship en the Santa Fe line 
without the payment of 32.50 per car 
to the Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany: as cinching transfer charges. 

he exchange now has tanks on both 
railway lines which can be used by 
every oll purchaser, whether he is a 
member of the exchange or not, at 
normal charges. 

The ofl bark, Enoch Talbot, has now 
been out eighteen days, en route to 
San Francisco with a cargo of oil. The 
trip has heen unusually long, but no 
disaster-is apprehended by the ex- 
change officials. 

any of the new wells recently 
drilled have been a disappointment, 
paying little more than operating ex- 
penses. ere is no longer any ques- 
tion regarding the upper sand becom- 
ing exhausted. But there is still consid- 
erable oil in the lower half of the 
first sand. 

The Dryden well, situated near, Court 
and Lakeshore, 
about sixty barrels a day for several 
months, and is probably the best pro- 
ducer in the district. The Miller wells, 
near Court and Metcalf streets, are 
good property. 

DRILLING NOTES. 


The Garbutt well, situated in the 
farthest western limits of the oil field, 
is pumping about twenty barrels per 


Hedley’s well, situated in the vicinit 
of the Garbutt property, is an excel- 
lent producer, the daily yield being 
over fifty barrels. After - being -sand- 
pumped and while the “head” was 
still on, 150 barrels were pumped in 
twelve hours. 

The new Rex well, on the north side 
of First street, between Belmont and 
Union avenues, has reached eighty 
feet in sand at a depth of 960 feet. In- 
dications are encouraging for an ex- 
per producer. Casing is being put 


Drilling operations will probably be- 
gin today in the new Book well, just 
across the street from the above prop- 
erty. Two wells will be drilled at this 
site, the slump holes having already 
been excavated and new standard rigs 
put in place. A pumping plant will be 
located here by the owner of the wells. 

The Los Angeles Traction Company’s 

well, at First and Belmont, has reached 
a depth of 700 feet, with abundant sur- 
face oil in the drill hole. 
‘The Manatt property is showing up 
well. His new well on West State, west 
of Lakeshore avenue, is ninety feet in 
sand at a depth of 900 feet. There are 
several hundred feet of light oil in the 
drill hole. The owner is jubilant. The 
two old wells near by have been pro- 
ducing about twenty barrels each per 
day for some time. 

Drillers are still at work deepening 
one of the Loma Oil Company’s wells, 
just south of the Manatt property. 

The drill is now in 880 feet at the Dia- 
mond Oil Company’s well, east of Lake- 
shore and south of Court street. This 
property is in well-saturated sand. 

Davis & Howe’s new well, at Douglas 
and: Court streets, is in 150 feet. The 
dirllers hitched onto the walking beam 
Saturday morning, after having spudded 
in 126 feet. ‘This property is within the 
well-defined oil stratum. 

Drilling machinery is being hauled to 
the site of the Guiteau oil property, near 
the Matthay pumping plant, where two 
of the Guiteau wells will be deepened. 

The drill will be started this week in 
the new Stewart well, south of Court 
and near Toluca street. 

A depth of 625 feet has been reached 
in the Croswell drill hole, on Edgeware 
road, near the Adams pumping plant. 

The Libby, Hibbard & Sterling well, 
on Metcalf street, has not yet reached 


second sand. A good showing of oil has 


been uncovered at 950 feet. 

A Parker well, near the above prop- 
erty, claims a depth of 1000 feet. Sec- 
ond sand has not been reached. A 
small fresh water vein was tapped Fri- 
day, and the well filled in 760 feet, but 
the water was easily exhausted.

FRUITS TO AUSTRALASIA, 


A Minmister’s Suggestion to the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The Chamber of Commerce is now 
pondering a suggestion which seems to 
contain features that would not only be 
feasible, but profitable, if properly car- 
ried out. It is no less than the proposi- 
tion to ship citrus fruits, grapes, nuts, 
etc., to Australasia. The idea originated 
with Rev. William L. Birch of New 
Zealand, who is now’ upon a twelve- 
months’ visit to the United States. Mr. 
Birch is an honorary life member of the 
Federated Trades Council of New Zea- 
land, and takes a great interest in the 
establishing of commercial relations be- 
tween that country and Southern Cali- 


orn 

The scheme ich Mr. Birch has pro- 
posed for the i duction of California 
fruits into the markets of Australia 
and New Zealand has met with the ap- 
proval of many of the principal growers 
of this country, who seem willing to 
undertake the venture, if the Chamber 
of Commerce and the fruit-growers’ as- 
sociations and exchanges will take the 
matter in hand. 

Mr. Birch urges the Chamber of Com- 
merce to ask the railroad and steam- 
ship companies to consent to ca 
samples, and also small initiatory trial 
shipments, gratis. These samples and 
trials should be sent to the mayors of 
Sydney and Auckland, who will be glad 
to draw public attention to the consign- 
ment by exhibiting them and placing 
oe ig in the hands of the local dealers to 
sell, 

The proceeds of the sale of these trial 
shipments will be given by the dealers 
to the Mayor of the city receiving them, 
and half applied to charity, the other 
half being sent to the Mayor of Los An- 
geles for a similar purpose. After the 
nature of the public demand has been 
ascertained by these means, a regular 
trade may be created, and placed on a 
business basis. 

Mr. Birch suggests canned and dried 
fruits as probably valuable exports to 


such fresh fruits as will bear trans- 
portation. The fruit season in Califor- 
nia.is, of course, the oft“ season in 
Australasia, and the fruits would meet 
with a brisk market. 

The transpacific steamers have cold- 
2 chambers, and the voyage from 
San Francisco to New Zealand only 
takes twenty-one days. The fruit would 
thus stand a chance of arriving in good 
condition, and a valuable trade connec- 
tion might be opened up.

The completion of ten miles of new 
street within the limits of the city since 
the beginning of the year has been re- 
ported by the Street Superintendent. 
In view of the fact that some of these 
improvements have been a great bur- 
den upon the property-owners and 
they have been obliged to make sacri- 
fices for the public good, the suggestion 
ts made by citizens interested in street 
improvements that the city should be 
a little more active in caring for the 
streets. 

Chuckholes. which at first need but 
little attention, are allowed to stand 
and grow larger for want of care. 

Curbs slightly broken are not repaired 
and gutters become choked with weeds. 
One of the complaints made by Colo- 

rado-street property-owners in the 

down-town district has received no at- 
tention from the street department. 
The electric company placed un- 
sightly poles along the line of the street 
on both sides, taking no care that the 
poles should be where they would not 
obstruct the view of show-windows, 
but placing them wherever they pleased, 
no matter whom they inconvenienced, 
and that, too, when it was fully un- 
derstood that no poles would be placed 
for that purpose on Colorado, between 

Fair Oaks and Raymond, but that the 
trolley wire should be attached to sup- 
ports fastened to the buildings. To 
Place these poles, ragged cuts were 
made in the pavement, about two and 
a half feet each way and the cement 
has not been replaced, but is left to 
be further broken and defaced at the 
edges, marring the utility as well as 
the looks of the down-town sidewalks. 

These walks were placed by the 
property-owners, and, whereas, a pri- 
vate individual was fined some 
months ago for breaking the cement 
sidewalk in a single place for the 
purpose of placing some improvements, 
the electric’ company was permitted to 
do as it would, and so far has not been 
required to replace the material re- 
moved from the sidewalks.

Gospel of Christ the Only Sure 
Protection. 


The Palm Tree as Type of 


Godly 
Man. 


‘The Problem of the City—Anniver- 


sary of the Epworth—Large 
Questions of God and Man. 
Religious Notes. 


At the First Methodist Church the 
pastor, John A. B. Wilson, D. D., spoke 
upon “The Table Talks of Jesus,” tak- 
ing as his text: Go out into the streets 
and lanes of the city and into the high- 
ways and hedges and compel them to 
come in.” —Luke xiv, 23. It teaches that 
the gospel is for all the unsaved every- 
where. The class named in the alle- 
gory represent those having moral and 
rental conditions answering to these 
physical disabilities, which are but 
pictures of the condition, moral and 
mental, of those for whom the gospel 
is intended. 

One of the greatest sermons Jesus 
ever preached was to an audience of 
one, and that one the abandoned wo- 


man of Samaria. We are taught that 


the gospel is for the unsaved every- 
where. It means that a penitentiary 
convict has as much right and title to 
Jesus Christ and His salvation as a 
vestal virgin. It means that the poor 
fallen, corrupted and corrupting one of 
the streets has as much claim upon the 
merit and mercy of Jesus Christ as 
the purest white-souled girl taught in 
your Sunday-school and reared in a 
Christian home. The fountain is open 
for sin and uncleanness everywhere 
and for everybody. 


FIRST CONGREGATIONAL: 


The stirring question, “What seest 
Thou?” was the chosen theme of the 
pastor, Rev. W. F. Day, who based it 
upon these words, found in Zechariah 
iv, 1, “And the angels that talked with 
me, came again and waked me, as a 
man is wakened out of his sleep, and 
said unto me, ‘What seest thou?“ We 
see, first of all about us, the begin- 
nings, rather than the maturity, of a 
civil and social structure. What is 
flexible today, will soon be cast as in 
steel. We are shaping the character 
of this city, and deciding the estimate 
in which the world is to hold us. What 
Southern California is to be in the 
twentieth century is now being decided, 
and you and I are helping to cast the 
die of that destiny. 

We see, all about us, the prophetic 
and the phenomenal. A desert turned 
into a garden. Hither multitudes are 
coming, and greater multitudes are to 
come. A growing conflict, a mighty 
drama, is in progress upon which the. 
curtain is not to fall until it is plaved 
through; the entire globe is becoming 
a battleground. From the beginning 
there has been conflict, no age has been 
without its issues. Today issues are 
pending, and forces are marshaling 
along common lines all around the 
globe—Japan and Australia are think- 
ing many of the same thoughts. Berlin 
reads what is printed in Chicago and 
San Francisco, as matters of common 
interest. The laborer and the states- 
man, the farmer and the ship-owner, 
are in the debate. Tomorrow th 
will listen and make the struggle their 
own, who now pay no heed, the world 
has been disturbed and will not soon 
be at rest. * 

Large questions of God and man, «f 
property and labor, of institutions and 
principles are at the front. Our fathefs 
felt the coming of the storm, but they 
did not comprehend its profound mgan- 
ing. What was only a skirmish east 
of the Alleghenies a century ago, has 
crossed the Sierra Nevadas and broken 
into a wide-reaching battle, whose roar 
shakes the continent and resounds 
across the seas. California must meet 
the shock. Into this wrestling, this 
church, you and I must enter. Our 
part of the great battle is to be fought 
in this pulpit, in the prayer-meeting, 
in our daily life; there is no place on 
the border-line for the Christian who 
means to be true to his trust; there is 
but one possible question for the Chris- 
tian man.or woman, young or old, so- 
journer or resident, where and how can 
my life, my influence, my relationsship 
convert the most for Christ, and for 
the integrity of Christian institutions? 

PLYMOUTH CONGREGATIONAL. | 

Rev. N. T. Edwards preached on “The 
Palm Tree as a Type of the Godly 
Man.” from Jeremiah xvii, 5-8. The sim- 
les and contrasts of the Bible are very 
frequent and striking. The extremes of 
metaphorical speech are used to show 
the difference in present condition and 
in final destiny between the righteous 
and the wicked. The palm may well be 
called the “prince of the vegtable 
kingdom.” It ig from the start a palm, 
planned for grand proportions. So the 
Christian life begins, on the divine 
pattern, to realize the plan of God, The 
life of Christ implanted at the begin- 
ning, the product of the Christian's 
growth is likeness to Christ. The Chris- 
tion is a new life, and he must have the 
needful supplies for his growth. To 
develop the mental powers we must 
have the universe of truth. The spirit- 
ual life must feed upon the things of 
the spirit. The Christian chooses his 
location. We need not dwell in the 
spiritual wilderness, but by the foun- 
tains of living water. The secret of 
Christian growth is in constant draw- 
ing from the Lord, the fountain of liv- 
ing waters.” How many are living 
parched and stunted lives, because 
they shut themselves away from the 
spiritual supply. Not -outward sur- 
roundings, but the habit of the inward 
life: not the artificial streams of public 
worship, but the unfailing secret 
springs of the divine presence. The 
trees of righteousness are planted by 
the river of God, proceeding from the 
throne of God and the Lamb. Every 
faculty of the undying part of man lives 
on the constant supply of God's power 
and love. We are to bear witness to 
the hidden sustenance from the Father 
by our endurance of temptation and 
trial. The 360 uses of the palm are 
suggestive of the many-sided minis- 
tries of the good man. The good re- 
sulting from the humblest life that 
trusts in the Lord and does good ex- 
ceeds all computation. The palm is an 
evergreen, its leaf shall not wither, it 
never lacks foliage. Youth has its gol- 
den harvest, but matured age, dis- 
ciplined and sweetened by the years 
of useful service, bears the best fruit. 

The palm is the symbol of victory. 
The Christian shall win the victory 
over sin and shall share in his Lord's 
triumph. The Christian is not a weak- 
ling, but is to be a successful man or 
woman, doing grander things and bear- 
ing better fruit every day to the glory 
of the Father. Our final victory over 
sin and death, the eternal triumph of 
2 redeemed, is taught by the Word of

A healthy mind in a 
healthy body“ should be the aim of 
every person, and the gospel of Christ 
is the only sure protection against all 
the dangers and follies of the blac™ 
art in all its branches. The best charm 
against all dangers is prayer. The 
most useful knowledge comes from 
hard work, The soundest intellect. 
loves nature as Christ did. The best 
text-biook for a healthy life is the gos- 
pel, and Christ is the supreme leader 
of the highest mental progress. 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 

Rev. Burt Estes Howard’s subject 
yesterday morning was, The Problem 
of the City.“ Thoughtful men are grow- 
ing serious over the trend of affairs in 
much of our life. It begins to be ap- 
parent that the foundation of a lasting 
civilization must be made of firmer 
stuff than mere exuberance of political 
freedom and an inventive knack. If 
any people in the long record of the 
human race ever had serious and intri- 
cate problems to face and to solve in 
order to preserve itself that people is the 
people of America. The experiment of 
self-government, the assimilation into 
the body politic of vast swarms of for- 
eign elements, coming for the past few 
years much more rapidly than we have 
been able to convert them into national 
brawn, brain and heart, the shifting in- 
ternal problem incident upon the devel- 
opment of our immense resources, the 
swift decrease in available lands for 
settlement by an agricultural popula- 
tion, the rise of a financial absolutism 
within the scope of the government, 
and yet openly defying the government, 
the centralization of commerce and the 
congestion of the population into cities 
with the attendant necessities of muni- 
cipal government assuming always 
more huge and threaténing proportions, 
bossism dominates and the best ele- 
ments withdrawn in criminal disgust 
from municipal politics. All these and 
other situations now existing or already 
prophetically present, make the respon- 
sibility of the American citizen too large 
to admit of elther frivolous egotism or 
a careless négligence. The heterogene- 
ous composition of our American cities 
makes it possible for the unscrupulous 
leader to bargain for and deliver masses 
of votes in great blocks. The perfectly 
natural result is a debauched city gov- 
ernment. We may well pause a mo- 
ment to ask what is the significance of 
it all. A new sense of the meaning of 
citizenship; a political conscience, a 
throwing off of partisan collars in muni- 
cipal elections; education of children 
with sacred obligation of civic right- 
eousness. No less of flag-raising, but 
more raising of right forces of man- 
hood and womanhood, a patriotism that 
does not evaporate in the presence of a 
dollar or a demagogue. Above all, 
moral education in the right place. It 
is not more jails and more laws but 
righteousness and more rigorous integ- 
rity that we ne Then jails will go 
begging for boarders.

Rev. C. C. MeLean preached to the 
young people yesterday morning, it be- 
ing theanniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the Epworth League Society. 
He took as his text, Acts ii; 17. In the 
last quarter of the present century has 
developed a place in the church for the 
active zeal. of the young people.

THIRD PRESBYTERIAN. 


In the Third Presbyterian Church 
last evening the Rev. D. McRae 
preached on the -subject, “Apostolic 
Testimony to the Divinity of Christ,” 
taking his text from John i: 1, 14, “In 
the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was 
God. And the word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us.” That Je- 
sus of Nazareth claimed attributes, 
powers and prerogatives that can never 
be truly predicated of man, and which 
at once carry Him far beyond the hu- 
man into the divine sphere was pointed 
out last Sabbath evening. It is the 
province of the discourse this evening 
to investigate and produce the belief 
and testimony of the apostles to the 
divinity of their Lord and Master, Je- 
us Christ. Of all the aposties probably 
none was more thoroughly acquainted 
with the true nature of Christ's person 
that St. John, the beloved disciple. The 
most superficial glance at his writings 
in the gospel and the apocalypse, can- 
not fail to produce theconviction that 
he believed and taught the first Chris- 
tian church, the divinity of Christ. Ap- 
plying the singular term “Word” or 
“Logos” to Jesus he affirms His pre- 
existence and His inearna tion. Granted 
that St. John copied the term word or 
logos from Philo, the Alexandrian 
speculator, it remains true that he ap- 
plied it in a sense never dreamed of by 
Philo. The idea of the word being 
made flesh and’ dwelling amoug us 
never occurred to Philo. This is 
product of St. John’s mind. The most 
ingenious cutting and carving of St. 
John’s ideas regarding the divinity of 
his Lord can never make them fit the 
pseudo-philosophical speculations of 
modern skeptical thinkers. The gospel 
by St. John, as well as Revelation, con- 
stitutes an irrefutable apology upon the 
divinity of Christ. 

Whatever the adverse critical school 
may think of the greater portion of the 
New Testament, the most radical con- 
cede the genuineness and authenticity 
of four of St. Paul’s Episties, Romans, 
I and II. Corinthians and Galatians, 
Bauer, the founder of the Tubengem 
school, or the Tendency school, admits 
that St. Paul wrote their letters. Hel- 
genfeld. the gremtest exponent 


mits the genuinen and authenticity 
of other epistles. ere then the Chris- 
tian church stands upon the solid rock. 
Should every vestige of Old and New 
Testament literature be Swept away, 
the sum and substance of the gospel are 
contained in the epistles referred to. 
Here St. Paul tells the Christian 
church how Christ suffered, died, rose 
from the dead and ascended unto glory. 
He presents Jesus as the only media- 
tor between God and man, the only 
name given among men whereby sal- 
vation is possible. In Ephesius, Phil- 
ippi, Athens, Corinth and Rome, he 
never tired of preaching Christ cruci- 
fled and risen.

MORE TANKAGE. 


„Derrick“ on Oil 
Drying Up. 


The limits of our oil field are defined. 
Experience so says, and sclence hints it 
strongly. There is only a slim possibil- 
ity of a larger production from exploit- 
ing the edges of the Los Angeles oil 
belt. But there is fair hope that new 
deposits may be opened in our near vi- 
cinity. Who will Jo the “wild-catting?” 
It is an expensive experiment. Will the 
present oll producers here do it? Let 
us reason together and ascertain if they 
will probably do this important poneer- 
ing in an extra-hasardous enterprise. 
It was reckoned within a year past by 
a driller who counted himself a fair 
business man, but wholly inexperienced 
in the oll business, that when he struck 
a fifty-barrel well, less than one hun- 
dred feet from his neighbors,. all of 
whom had wells like his own, and in 
more directions from his own fountain 
of wealth than the cardinal points of 
the compass, that he could afford to 
sell at 30 cents per barrel, and would 
make money. “Where is that party 
now?” He is “in a hole,” as he 
would have been at any price up to 70 
cents per barrel. When it is acknowl- 
edged that this actual case is not hypo- 
thetical, but represents that of many 
oll producers who have to a great ex- 
tent exhausted their wells and sold their 
output at unremunerative prices, and 
have lost money, and in some cases all 
their capital and their credit besides, 
the conclusion is inevitable that the 
present oil producers in the Los Angeles 
oil field will not do this work. If the 
oil is here or hereabouts it will be un- 
earthed at some time with experience 
and science in the hands of capital. It 
is no secret to be kept from and no 
warning to be given to capitalists, that 
the cost of producing ofl in California is 
more than it is in other oil regions, and 
that the prices here are less, and the 
market smaller than in any other coun- 
try. It is not probable that much 
money will seek investment in this line 
in our State very soon. There is corre- 
spondence in abundance in the hands of 
citizens interested in this business and 
in the welfare of our State convincing 
on this point. Coin for the purpose of 
producing, refining, piping and storing 
oil will roll this way slowly. The out- 
look is not favorable for such enter- 
prises just now. There is some bad 
work now being undone, and some bet- 
ter policy being inaugurated, before we 
can expect better times in the petro- 
leum business of California. The pro- 
ducers having thrown away their good 
crops in what they supposed was an 
everlasting and abundant harvest, must 
realize a good value for their aftermath. 
In a word, the fag end of their produc- 
tion should sell for double the cost 
(which is not less than 75 cents per bar- 
rel,) in order to pay them anything, and 
to encourage them to more activity and 
further development. It isalmost certain 
that this stage of affairs will be reached, 
approximately, at least, when fully one- 
half of the producers who are, (some 
solvent and other abundantly able will 
continue the laborious enterprises. In 
this direction lie our hopes. It should 
be encouraged even by those consumers 
who have been buying the fuel at star- 
vation prices, to the hard working pro- 
ducers. 

The oll business of any region is 
never prosperous when its storage ca- 
pacity is not half occupied. This is 
the state of things, both in the wooden 
tanks on the hills and in the iron tanks 
on the rallmad switches. Despite the 
activity of the drill in deepening old 
wells, and in boring new ones, the 
stock of oil is decreasing about 7% per 
cent. monthly. This condition of 
things is brought about both by the de- 
crease of production and the increase 
of consumption. It is not among the 
improbabilities that oil will again be 
shipped from north of the tunnel into 
our city for fuel as formerly. Such 
an assertion six months ago would have 
been a huge joke, but now becomes a 
serious matter. We may look soon 
for a larger output of oil in the Newhall 
and Santa Paula districts. When the 

rice of oil reaches $1.50 here, the mar- 

et will draw oil from those regions. 

The Standard Oil Company managers 
are smart. If they have ever made 
any business mistakes no one remem- 
bers them. They have doubtless made 
‘blunders, but, like Napoleon, have so 
buried them in brilliant campaigns and 
overwhelming victories, that their ene- 
mies forgot to mention them. They 
have always caught their hare before 
they have wanted him. They have al- 
ways been sure of their banquet be- 
fore inviting the guests. One acquainted 
with their methods would conclude 
that their large iron tanks erected here 
were for the purpose of holding oil, 
Some said they were bullt for a menace 
ta the oil industry, and would be filled 
with 25-cent oll. Others said that 
they had contracted oil in the field at 
30 or 4) cents per barrel. But the facts 
are that they have let the opportunity 
to fill their tanks with cheap oil, go 
by, and @re trying now to buy oil close 
up to the dollar line. .Is it possible 
that the octopus has, or ever will, lose 
his grip? Is it possible that his plans 
have not been well laid this Ame? 
And yet, as of old, he may have a sur- 
prise in store for us. Those cats whore 
tails have been singed, dread the fire 
forever afterward. Some old oil men 
who think the Standard may have 
been caught napping just for this one 
time, still are looking on with some 
suspicion. The next move may un- 
cover a surprise. DERRICK.

PENCHANT FOR WATCHES. 


Man Charged with the Theft of 
Timepieces.

TAX REFORM. 


A San Diego Banker’s Experience 
and Suggestions.

John F. Sinks, vice-president of 
the Bank of Commerce, San Diego, 
formerly clerk of the courts in 


Montgomery county, O., and at one 
time candidate for Congress ip 
the Dayton district, referring to the 
tax-reform movement inaugurated by 
the Merchants’ Association, has written 
a letter to his old townsman, T. W 
Brotherton, in which he says: 

“It is a subject Which demands the 
attention of every thoughtful citizen. I 
presume that every taxpayer has been 
hurt in both pocket and mind by our 
method. It is unequal, cumbersome, 
expensive, uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory. Sitting in his office, without any 
knowledge of the actual character and 
situation of a particular piece of real 
estate. but guided by the work of his 
‘predgcessors and aided by a lot of depu- 
ties of his own selection, who are ‘more 
likely to be men with a political pull 
than with a sound judgment, the Asses- 
sor makes the assessment. All he seeks 
is to balance his work so as to avoid 
A derangement of the puzzle, and to 
reach an aggregate that will produce 
adequate revenues at a rate consistent 
with that of the previous year. Asa 
piece of property is started in the be- 
ginning, so it runs along for all time, 
unless it happens, to bump against a 
board of equalization, when it may re- 
ceive a modicum of judicial considera- 
tion and possibly be equalized with its 
unequalized neighbors. 

‘TI do not agree with you that the 

ple are apathetic on this subject. 
The taxpayer here in San Diego is not, 
1 am sure. He knows he {8 hurt and 
he kicks all the time, on the street cor- 
ner and into the air, in the grand jury- 
room and ‘taxpayers’ leagues,’ but he 
kicks at the men who enforce the law 
and not at the law. If he would. kick 
in the conventions of the political par- 
ties which control elections, he would 
hit. something and produce an effect. 
Political parties do not stem a current 
of public sentiment when it is strong 
enough to be felt. 
Now. in regard to the proper way to 
etimulate and organize an agitation 
for reform. it seems to me that under 
the lead of men of standing and influ- 
ence—bankers and merchants—organi- 
gations may be effected in every county 
in the State. and influence and senti- 
ment formed and gathered which may 
be used effectively within the lines of 
political parties. To inaugurate the 
change desired, I suggest that the first 
Step be confined to the passage of laws 
providing: 

“First. that the County Auditor shall 
make up and maintain a record, show- 
ing separate pieces of property by plat 
and brief description, and also the rec- 
ord names of owners; second, for the 
transfer by the Auditor of the title to 
the grantee as a condition precedent 
to the recording of every instrument 
of conveyance; third, that the Auditor 
prepare the assessment rolls and turn 
them over to the Assessor, merely for 
the purpose of assessment; fourth, that 
a deputy assessor shall be elected by 
popular vote in each township and 
Ward to assess personal property and 
new improvements, under the direction 
of the County Auditor. 

“When these changes have been made 
and brought into- good working order, 
adopt in its entirety the Ohio, or some 
Similar plan of appraisement, equaliza- 
tion and collection, abolishing the offices 
of Assessor and Collector, and providing 
@ way by which all taxes, State, coun- 
ty and city, may be levied by the Coun- 
fy Auditor and collected and disbursed 
by the County Treasurer.”
